Amsterdam, Nov. 1. — TJie ^tmrh- 
wife boundary between HolU^ttd and 
her neighbors, (ierniany an'tl Bel- 
gium, iire.^ents a remarkable picture 
at some points, where it bisecfR farm 
houses. to«lis. OI even cuts straight 
across the platforms of frontier rail- 
way stations. 

Thera is one place whei^ the 
street is divided up the middle, so 
that Outrh and Herman shops face 
e.Tch other across barrlern of bnib- 
wire Oil the further side of ilie 
street runs a street railway, which is 
in Germany. Separated from the 
tracks by a high wire fence, there 
runs down the middle of the atreet 
a strip twelve feet wide which Is 
nentral ground. Theii comes anoth- 
iT fen<p. and the narrou bit of road 
and jiavi meiil beyond It are In Hol- 
land. A I eai li : I reel l oi iier are nar- 
row openings lo allow passage from 
one country to the other, sentries of 
each country standing careful ^uard 
on eltlMr side. It la tta* main atrect 
of a baay town, and tka ordlaarp 
town life flows back and forth while 
little Dutch street boys talk to the

All the villages on the frontier 
lead a confusedly bisected existence, 
a hell ol liaili-wire as it were sepa 
ratiiiK iheir heads from their fret.

.1. D. Cinilette. an Knglislimun. who 
has lived among the Malays for 
eighteen years, cites a story tliat^ 
when the poison from this t^e is 
wanted by a Malay witch doetor, 
twenty condemned criminals are 
Bent for it. Usually only one or 
two return alive, and these arc par- 
doned, lie says tluit. as a matter 
of fart, the deadly upas" is largely 
a fake: that the tree may be chop- 
ped down in safety by anyone with 
a strong arm and a keen ax. The 
.Malay smears bis creeae or arrow, 
says the doctor, with the inspissated 
Juice of the tree, and 1/ the wound 
is deep enoUKh. the poiioii liroduccs 
a toxir t-ffeet on. the heart siiiilalr lo 
that produced by 'digitalis or by 
stroiiliaiithus, a climbing vlue^of 
West Africa, which yields an arrow 
lioison which acta ,dlre4tly ou the 
muscles of the heart.

Then in another corner he 
jilaced a great nuiuber of bottles of 
very inferior wine, and walled t1iat 
up carelessly. He hopad the Ger- 
mans would thlnte' there was valua- 
ble wine there and. nrenkliii; down 
the wall, would look no further. The 
main part of his cellars he kept as 
usual. 

"Only tell me," he said, "where 
the Germans go when they have got- 
ten through with the cellars." 

The flaruana came, entered the 
cellars and beganH pillaging them. 
They took what ihey saw. Iiiindreds 
of bottles, withoiit lookiiif,- further 
and left. The itewai'd iiiaiia^;i'il to 
get word to the owner, who know- 
ing the country, infprmed the near- 
tst artillery commander that jie 
could probably get reanlts by shell- 
inging ascertain patch of woods near 
by.

Anertcao Fiiilly Did the 
Kissln Act To Sm 
His OwB Life.

New York, Nov. 6. — An Amerlcin 
cltlsen and hit wife who arrived to- 
day on the Italian liner San Ougilel- 
mo told of outrageous cruelties prac- 
ticed on them a few weeks ai-'o by 
TuiKifli oinclals. The man has a 
letter to t'ollertor l)ui!!"y Field .Ma- 
lone froni I'nlted St.Uog Conaul- 
Ceneral George Hortou at Smyrna, 
vouching for his reliahility. He is 
Michael J. Mslmatlnc. 37 years old, 
a native of Greece, who came here 
1 11 ycar.s ago and enlb'cd In 1007 In 
Tinu|i A of the Kleventh I iiiled 
States Cavalry at Kt. Slocuni. 

i stayed in I lie s' r\ice until ear- 
ly in 1913," said Malmutlne. "Then 
I married Miss Bertha Belham, ' an 
Unglish girl, and Invested D)y sav- 
ings In an oUve orchnrd at a Village 
called Sevdikeny, I've miles from 
Smyrna. 

"1 romiihtiiied fowr months aKo to 
Couaul-tJeneral Horton that Turks 
had cut down my olive trees. A 
month later they surrounded my 
house at midnight and demanded 
out horses. 1 was away. My wife 
refused to open the door. Four 
Turkish oflieials and 15 policemen 
caine to my house at midnight a 
week later. 

"The Turkish Governor of the disi- 
trlct saw a lot of ancient guns and 
swords arranged aa trophlea on the 
walls of n room. "That shows," he 
said, that this is a rendezvous of 
conspirators.' Tlicn lie ordered me 
to kiss his feel. I refused. I'olice- 
meii ran in with my well rope, tied 
me and threw uie down. They beat 
llie until I was almost unconscious. 
Then 1 complied to save my lite. 

"The officials and policemen seis- 
ed my wife, beat her and tore olf 
h, r c lothiiiK. They dragged me olT 
to iM'ibon. .My wife was so bruised 
that she could not use her bicycle, 
but she dragged herself five Qiiles to 
Smyrna next morning and raported 
to Oonsul-General Hoilton. He 
found that I was to be Court-mar- 
tialed and shot, ami it took hliu live 
days of hard t^truKKle to save my 
life. .Mr. .Morton Kave US $200 to 
take us to New York. 

"After staying a week at the Con- 
sul's houae we went to a seaport 
called Bourlab. There the Turkish 
olBdala taxed us on various pre- 
tenses until they had taken the last 
penny of the $2uii. We were allow- 
ed to Ko in ail o|ien boat in whicli 
there were already ll!2 refugees. 

"We Were three days at sea with- 
out food. We were in peril of star- 
vation whan we met the British 
light erulaar OaMlle. The Captain 
took us all to Metliu, a Greek is- 
lund, where we stayed a month, tben 
went to Athens." t
